Insurance company, in which William 
E. Burt, of Travis county, Texas, was 
insured. His policy was made payable 
to his w ife, Anna M. Burt, and in case 
of her death, to his executors. During 
the following year, Burl's wife died 
and he afterward was charged w i t h 
her murder, and found guilty and ex- 
ecuted. Afterwards 
the 
heirs of the 


estate made an effort to collect upon 
the policy, but the .nsuranee company 
resisted payment. The lower court sus- 
tained the protest of ihe company and 
todays opinion affirmed the decision oC 
the court of appeals, holding the policy 
invalid on the ground that to sanct- 
ion the payment under the circum- 
stances would be contrary to public 
policy. 


Staling the question at Issue, Justice 


Brewer said it was "whether an ordin- 
ary life policy, containing no applica- 
ble or special provisions, is a binding

ty years in the case 
of women and 


twenty-live in the case of men, pro- 
vided that three-fifths of the time of 
the sers Ice shall have been rendered in 
the city of Chicago. The teachers to re- 
ceive one-half of the annual 
salary 


paid him at the time of retirement pro- 
vided, that said annuity shall in 
no 


case exceed SliOO. The act was amend- 
ed in 11)01, so that all teachers v,ho 
wished might bo relieved from the pro- 
visions* of the act. In other words, it 
was made a puiely voluntary associa- 
tion. The superintendent informs me 
under date of the llth instant that at 
present only 40 per cent, of one-half 
of the salary duo. This would 
indi- 


cate that the plan is not popular with 
the tL-achci'S or so many 
would 
not 


have withdrawn 
their contiibutions 


from the fund. It is said that the con- 
ditions make it impossible for more 
than one person In forty to receive any 
benefits from his payments. 
A some- 


what different plan has been devised 
In Boston. Every teacher is required 
io pay ?IS per year Into the fund and 
to teach thlity years, ten of which 
must be in Boston schools before he 


] can receive an annuity. 
No sum is 


guaranteed but it will be the same in 
all cases as all have paid the same 
amount into the fund.

Plan in Now York. 


I 
All these plans piovlde for a form of 


forced Insurance rather than for pen- 
sions. 
| So far as I know. New York is the 
only city that provides a real pen- 
sion for Its invalided teachers. Im- 
mediately after receiving your invi- 
tation to make this address I wrote 
to Principal J. J. Sheppard, formerly 
of our high school, and now of the high 
school of commerce in that city, ask- 
ing for the particulars of their plan. I 
take great pleasure in presenting his 
full and complete answer: 
' 


; 
New York City, Dec. 11, 1902. 


Dear Mr. Gastman: 
I am sorry to 


say that there is very little literature 
available here on the subject of pen- 
sions. 
I have asked Mr. Maxwell's 


secretary to run through the recent 
annual reports and send to you at once 
any of them that may contain state- 
ments about the retirement fund. 
I 


looked through the Columbia library 
catalogue and find that they have noth- 
ing that would be of any service to 
you. 
I can tell you about the plan 


in operatloi) here. According to the 
revised charter any teacher may be 
retired 
after thirty years' 
service, 


twenty years of which must have been 
in the city of New York on a pension of 
not less than half the annual salary re- 
ceived. 
No teacher shall receive 
a 


pension of less than $600, nor more 
than $1,000. No pilnclpal shall receive 
more than $1,1500, nnd no superintend- 
ent more than $2,000. 
The last two 


provisions modify the first as you see. 
The 
funds 
are 
deiived from 
two 


sources. The first and least important 
one comes from deductions from teach- 
ers' salaries for absence, etc. 
As the 


absent teacher usually secures pay for 
time lost in good cause presented to 
the pioper authority the net amount 
going Into the pension fund Is not 
great. 
Absence may be excused with \ 


pay for any of the following reasons: 
(a) serious personal illness; (b) death 
in the teachers' immediate family; (c) 
compliance with the requirements of a 
court; (d) quarantine established 
by 


the board of health. 
The second anc 


principal source of the retirement fund 
is the excise fund (thai derived from 
liquor licenses issued under the Raines 
law). Five per cent, of this is given to 
the teachers' retirement fund. A sim- 
ilar provision is made for the 
police 


and 
firemen. 
In Brooklyn prinr to 


the recent consolidation of the school 
system there existed a voluntary plan 
by which teachers paid in 1 per cent, 
of their salaries and became entitled to 
pensions 
upon retirement after the 


same years of service as are now stat- 
ed In the charter. 
This plan was not 


popular in Brooklyn. I believe, and. I 
understand that many teachers 
who 


took it up withdrew-thelr support 


The pension system is firmly estab- 


lished here' and I think meets practi- 
cally universal favor. 
The arguments 


adduced are these: 
It relieves the 


teacher from worry about privation in 
old age; makes them more contented 
and efficient, permitting exclusive at- 
tention to the duties of their office. It 
keep? in the service many who could 
earn more remuneration in other fields 


of labor, as they set over the greater 
wages of another occupation the as- 
surance of an independent old age. It 
enables the board of education to re- 
place old worn-out teachers who woulc 
be kept out of sympathy, to the detri- 
ment of the children, with young fresh 
blood at salaries which are perhaps 
half as great in the earlier years as 
those given to the old teachers. Salar- 
ies are determined by merit and length 
of service. It is evident that It is far 
better for the schools and not less eco- 
nomical to divide the salary given the 
old teacher into two parts practically, 
one of which represents the Small sal- 
ary of the new teacher, the other the 
pension of the annuitant. You probab- 
ly know that teachers' salaries in New 
York city are fixed by state law. The 
board of estimate must provide the 
money. Teachers are, therefore, 
free 


from any worry about salaries so long 
as their service is meritorious. 
If 


their services are not meritorious, po- 
itical, personal, 
social, or religious 


pull will avail them naught. 
If 
not 


meritorious their salaries ore not ad- 
vanced, and if the deficiency warrants 
t charges are preferred and they are 
dismissed from the service. 


Reasons for Pensions. 


The reasons advanced for pensioning 


are: 


(1) A teacher on a yearly salary of 


$600 in a Small city or $800 in a large 
one, who has to provide for herself en- 
tirely, can not live as she ought to 
live, and do all that she must do as a. 
goof, ^teacher, and lay by enough In 
twenty-five years to have an income 
sufficient to take care of herself after 
she has ceased her usefulness. 
To 


have an income of $300 a year, which Is 
as little as one should have to live on 
even respectably, a, person would need 
to have laid by about $7,000. Where is 
there a grade teacher who can do 
anything like that? 


(2) A teacher who Is worried over 


her future can not teach in this age of 
the world. Corporal punishment, even 
if not forbidden, is looked upon as a 
weakness in a teacher, where as it used 
to be her strength. 
Scolding, keep- 


Ing after school, and every other means 
of direct discipline is frowned upon, 
which means that a. woman must ac- 
complish all the results by her person- 
ality. Virtue must go out of her in the 
administration 
and discipline of 
the 


school. This means that she must be in 
he best physical and mental condition 
every day. Ir, the old days one could 
whip and scoli best who was not in 


good physical and mental form; not so 
under the new regime, 


(3) No teacher, unless she be a rare 


woman, can teach in advanced years 
now, whereas in other days she could 
often teach best when her vivacity and 
elasticity diminished. Now she is at a 
discount when she does not enjoy the 
newness of methods and devices. It is, 
therefore, a necessity unless she have 
unusual alertness and vigor for her 
to be able to retire at a comparatively 
early period in life. 


(4) Justice to the teacher, to the 


school, to the child, and to the coun- 
try requires that some pension nchcme 
be provided to enable her to jo her 
best work while teaching and to retire 
In comfort when she tan not do good 
work In the school room. 


In Opposition. 


Arguments In opposition to a pen- 


sion are: 


(1) It is humiliating to be a pen- 


sioner; (2) one ought to be thrifty; 
one teaches better 
who is 
getting 


ahead; one will be more appreciative 
of the" struggles in the home from 
which the children come if she faces 
he fact that her own economy Is to 
determine her own comfort in the fu- 
.ure; (3) it is better to ha\e salaries 
ncreased so that teachers can lay by 
iomething worth while; (4) it is bet- 
ter to pay public money for adequate 
support of those who are working than 
those who are through working.

Tho public building committee 


the board of supervisors, composed of 
Messrs. Barren, Armstrong, Johnston, 
Klpp and Persinger, visited the coun- 
ty jail building Friday to get a line 
on the improvements needed. 


'I'he action of the committee was ta- 


ken in purs lance of a resolution that 
was adopted at the last meeting of the 
board. 
The committee was instruct- 


ed to look over the building thorough- 
ly and be prepared to submit a report 
at the next board meeting. 
The re- 


port is to contain an estimate of the 
cost of repairing the present building, 
and also the cost of erecting an en- 
tirely new one. 


After lengthy deliberation the com- 


mittee decided to recommend that the 
old jail he repaired. 
The plan that 


met the approval of the members was 
to build an 'addition on the south and 
so arrange the interior of the old part 
of the jail entirely. 
The building of 


the addition will necessitate the tak- 
ing out of the old annex, which is at 
present used for women nnd children. 
The new part can then bo joined to 
the old building, and the plan Is to 
have it 
extended twenty-four 
feet 


south and be of the same height as 
the old part, or two stories. In the 
old jail there are two tiers of cells 
without a floor between, but the ad- 
dition will have two separata floors. 
This arrangement will make the men's 
quarters consist of two corridors with 
the two tiers of cells in the front part 
and the back o£ each corridor a one- 
story room. 
In the back rooms there 


will be room for six steel cages with 
a capacity of four 
prisoners -each, 


thus making the capacity of the pris- 
on 2i more than at the present time. 


The chief complaint about

jail has been the unhealthy stone cells. 
As these cells form the support of the 
walls they cannot be removed. 
How- 


ever the committee thought that if 
the walls were cemented they would 
be sanitary.
